The Case Taken Up. 

Ellison was tpresented by Messrs. Tom 
Jones, R. T. MtCamy and B. Z. Herndon. 
Solicitor Generd Sam Maddox represented 
the state. Judm Dorsey, of Atlanta, was 
here representizg the Southern railway, 
and Captain Viughan, the superintend- 
ent of this divison of the Souihern, was 
an interested sjectator in the court, and 
possible witness. Messrs.’ Jesse A. Glenn 
and I. E. Shumate assisted Solcitor General 
Maddox. Three fJanels were exhausied in 
selecting the tweve good men and true. 
Not a town maa was accepted. Every 
juror sworn is fiom the country. Judge 
Fite took no ehames on any juror being 
disqualified in future cases by hearing 
the testimony in :his trial, and directed 
that every man whose name was in the 
jury box should leave the courtroom and 
stay away until caled back by the sheriff. 

Solicitor General Maddox read the in- 
dictment, charging Ellison with buying 
four cases of men’s shoes, and one case of 
wemen's shoes, anda box of chewing to- 
baceo. which had bem stolen from a South- 
ern railway car. These shoes and the to- 
bacco were'valued a $1,452. 

Vhile the solicitor was reading ithe in- 
dicetment Ellison’s tarée children. a girl 
of eleven and two lIbys nine and seven, 
came into the courtnom. They were all 
plain looking and plahly dressed children. 
The boys were in ther bare feet. Ellison 
kissed his children is they came up, 
and around the vyoutgest he threw his 
arm, buried his face h the little fe.low’s 
shoulders and cried biterly. It was a 
scene which touched ewry one present. 

The Leader onthe Stand. 


Walter Bohannon wa: the first witness 
called. The chief of th pirate gang had 
gone over to the state afer pleading guilty. 
His manner was self-pissessed. He said 
that the shoes and the t®Haceco were thrown 
from a Southern railway -ar by Sam Paint- 
er, about October 4, 1896. He testified: 

“] sold the goods; Chatey Mill delivered 
them. He got. them fron Ralph Ellison's 
house.”’ 

3ohannon stated that Elison had a fifth 
or a sixtli interest in the proceeds of the 
goods. Bohannon rememb-red that some 
toy wagons and velocipede: were stolen on 
the same night, and were delivered to El- 
liscn. On cross-examinaton by Colonel 
McCamy, Bohannon stated positively that 
the robbery was committed at Varnell’s 
coal chute, October 4, 185. It was on 
Sunday night or early Monday morning. 
Bobannon said that he had put Painter in 
one ear and Pearee in another, The chief 
did not come down on the thin with then, 
but followed on a later tr: ig. Co’ onel Mec- 
Camy asked Bohannon if he could tell a 
shoebox from any other *& and the wit- 
ness replied with the confidence of an ex- 
pert that he could. The dense pressed 
Bohannon to tell whether he had been 
promised leniency if he woud testify for 
the state. Johannon answer’ emphatical- 
ly that he had not been promkeg anything. 
Repeating a part of his tes&Mpny, he said: 

“Tt was our understanding that if any- 
thing was thrown off that fight Ellison 
was to get it, and take it to Hs house. I 
saw a wagon, whi¢h I took tobe LHilison’s, 
near the track.”’ 

Charley Glenn testified that » saw some 
tov wagon wheels and p-eces Of saper boxes 
on the Southern railway above kajlton some 
time last year. The witness W& very spe- 
cific about the number of whe@s but was 
indefinite as to the time of year, 

Horace J. Smith, a grocer of Bajton, tes- 
tified that Ellison offered him 80Qe boxes of 
tobaceo about a year ago. He @cijined to 
buy, beeause he thought the thacco had 
boen stolen.

At this point court took a recess until

stolen. He has not introduced any evi- 
dence so far.

COLORADO COURT SPEAKS OUT. 


Vigorous Attack Is Made on “Govern- 
ment by Injunction.” 

Denver, Colorado, October 11.—Judge Wil- 
son, of the court of appeals, with Judges 
Thompson and Bissell concurring, handed 
down an opinion today in which he makes 


a vigorous attack on ‘“‘government by in- 


junction.’’ Judge Wilson said: 


“We cannot approve a practice nor sub- 
scribe to a doctrine which permits the 
exercise by the courts of the extraordinary 
power of injunctive relief for every wrong 
or infringement upon the rights of another. 
Such a course of procedure, if carried to 
its ult.mate natural conclusion, would tend 
to entirely subvert the fundamental prin- 
ciples upon which our system of laws is 
founded.”’ °

COSTA RICA IS READY FOR WAR. 


Nicaragua May Yet; Find a Hard Fight 
on Hand. 

Managua, Nicaragua, September 2%.—The 
revolution thas been suppressed. It has 
been a weak effort thus far by some of 
the ablest men in Nicaragua. 

The danger today of a continuance of the 
war is in the fact that Zelaya has im- 
prisoned and treated with much indignity 
Senor Beche, consul] at Managua for Costa 
Rica, a warm personal friend of President 
Iglesias, of Costa Rica.

Nebraskan Says Defeat of Tracy 
Means That His Party Will Go 
Out of Power for Years. 


New York, October 11.—General Benjamin 
F. Tracy, 
and candidate for the office of mayor of 


former secretary of the navy 


Greater New York, was the leading orator 
at the first republican mass meeting held 
in Brooklyn at the Academy of Music, on 
Montague street, tonight. 


There was a large attendance and Gen- 
eral Tracy, as he rose to deliver his a:1- 
dress, was the recipient of applause which 
lasted several minutes. 

Mr. Tracy referred to Tammany Hall 
and Bryanism as the chief opposing forces 
of the republicans in this campaign. He 
referred to Henry George as a candidate 
upon the platform of -Bryanism. There 
wus still another party which had made 
its appearance as a separate and indepen- 
dent party for the first time in history—the 
Citizens’ Union, of which one Low was the 
leader. 

General Tracy devoted much of his time 
to a discussion of the Citizens’ Union, and 
among other things, said: 

Pilea for Low’s Withdrawal. 

“The meaning of the success of the Cit- 
izens’ Union here is the-destruction of the 
republican party. If Mr. Low is elected, 
of course all the influence of that great 
office will be used to insist upon a citizens’ 
government at every municipal election. 
The republican party will be called upon 
to ‘disband. to disintegrate to dissolve our- 
selves into our individua) capacities and 
to act as individuals. We wil! not be per- 
mitted to act as an organization.” . 

Thurston Gives a Warning. 

Senator John M. Thurston, of Nebraska, 
was the next speaker. He said in } art: 

“Foliowing every repubiican political suc- 
cess there was great danger to the repub- 
lican party and it was first and last pow- 
erful always in every election of the land, 
from citizens’ committees who propose to 
revolutionize things and set up the'r indi- 
vidual judgment against the will of the 
party itself. 

“What has the history of municipal «on- 
trol in New York c‘ty and in Brooklyn hed 
to do with republican success in the Unit- 
ed States? It has had everything to oo. 
It has made republican success ginre 1872 
always donbtful and only to be won by the 
greatest efforts an? hv the unity of all 
the forces of good government in the coun- 
try.

Ex-Minister Taylor Says Sagasta Will 
Thank Her Rescuer. 


: cTION OF THE CITY APPROVED

since the fears felt 
by nearby cities re- 
garding the yellow 
“ever situation in At- 
lanta have died out, 
that Atlanta is sorry 
she opened her gates 
to the fever refugees 
and would not do so 
again under the 
game circumstances. j 

In an interview furnished The Constitu- 
tion’s Savannah correspondent, Dr. George 
Stone, who was stationed here by that 
city, is quoted in the following language: 

“The sentiment seems to be very strong 
in Atlanta against ever again allowing the 
refugees to come into the city as: they 
have during the present prevalence of the 


fever.” 

This, though probably unintentionally so, 
jeaves the impression that Atlanta is sick 
of her experience with the fever and has 
lost confidence in the lesson that expe- 
rience has taught that the fever cannot 
spread here and that the atmosphere of 
this city will not support it. 

The fact is just the opposite. Atlanta's 
experience with the thousands of refu- 
gees who have come here from the infected 
district in the past month has demonstrated 
to the world that yellow fever will not 
spread here. In the face of the facts, At- 
Janta’s authorities think it would be un- 
charitable and cowardly to close her doors 
in the event of a repetition in the future 
of this year’s epidemic. c 

It seems that Dr. Stone bused the state- 
ment on the ground that a number of ner- 
yous people were anxious that greater pre- 
caution be taken against allowing the fever 
to enter the city, but the sentiment far 
from being strong appears to exist not at 
all, 

A number of prominent business men, 
in addition to Mayor Collier and President 
Alexander, of the board of health, were 
geen yesterday and these express it as 
their opinion that there is little or no sen- 
timent at all against allowing the fever 
refugees to enter Atlanta under similar 
circumstances. ‘They believe that were 
there to be another epidemic of fever the 
gates of Atlanta would be thrown wide 
open to the refugees and they would be al- 
lowed to remain here until all danger from 
’'the fever in their homes had disappeared. 

Those whose opinions are given below 
think the board of health acted as it should 
have done in allowing the refugees to en- 
ter and have no criticism to make of the 
action of the board. 

What the Mayor Thinks. 

Mayor Collier, when asked if he thought 
there was any sentiment against allowing 
fever refugees to enter Atlanta should 
there be an epidemic of it on the coast in 
the future, said he had not heard of it. 
The city he felt sure would act again just 
as it acted in this case, and justifigdly so. 

Dr. James F. Alexander, president of 
the board of health, said that Atlanta’s re- 
cent experience with the fever was about 
the same as it had been in the past and 
he was certain that the same steps would 
be taken in the future under the same cir- 
cumstances. He says the ‘boargd ‘would 
take the same action in regard to refugees 
as it took in this instance and would allow 
them to enter the city. 

Only Nervous People Scared. 

Mr. E. P. Chamberlin: “It may be that a 
few nervous people have become worried 
about the yellow fever and think that At- 
lanta should not allow the refugees to 
enter, but I do not think there is any sen- 
tiinent at all against our taking the same 
action that we took when fever was dis- 
covered on the coast this year. I think 
the doors of Atlanta will always be wide 
open to refugees from yellow fever. The 
experience we have just had, together with 
past experience demonstrates the fact that 
fever cannot live here. I think the refu- 
gees should be allowed to come into At- 
lanta, but think all sick people from the 
infected districts should be detained in the 
camp in order to satisfy the nervous ones 
and in order to save the expense of quar- 
antining a house were the fever to de- 
velop.” 

No Danger Here, Says Mr. Oglesby. 

Mr. J. G. Oglesby: “I don’t see why such 
a sentiment as that should arise when all 
the danger from fever is over. I think 
the action of the authorities in the present 
instance has been approved. I don’t think 
the gates of Atlanta Will ever be closed 
against the fever refugees unless there is 
some great change in our atmospheric con- 
dition.” 

Mr. George Johnson: “I have heard of 
na sentiment against allowing refugees to 
come again and say let them in. They 
have been here before and I think the gates 
of the city will always be open to them.”’ 

Mr. J. E. Maddox: “I have not heard a 
Single ativerse criticism of the action of 
the board of health in allowing the fever 
refugees to seek shelter in Atlanta. and 
con't think there is any sentiment which 
Opposes the same action in the future. It 
hss been provec that we can’t have the fe- 
‘vei. and I say let the refug@es come. 

“What is worrying me now,” added Mr. 
Maddox with a humorous twinkle in his

Galveston, Octobe 11.—Dr. C. W. True- 
hart, member of tle advisory committee 
of the board of heilth, this morning re- 
ported to the healt authorities that he 
had found a case Ofwell defined but very 
mild yellow fever.

Suspicious Case Develops and Patient 
Dies. 

San Antonio, Tex., October 11.—The city 
council t day passed a resolution throwing 
open the doors of San Antonio to yellow 
fever refugees from Galveston and other 
coast cities, and invited citizens of those 
cities to come here during the prevalence 
of yellow fever at their homes. This res- 
olution is based on the fact that during the 
past fifty years no yellow fever has devel- 
oped here, notwithstanding many refugees 


have come here from infected points and 


died with the fever. 

A case of suspicious fever was reported 
to the board of health here today, and the 
afternoon the patient, Harvey Griffin, la- 
borer, living at 1219 South Medina street, 
died. A post-mortem examination was hela 
by order of the board of health, and some 
symptoms of yellow fever found to exist. 

The board was divided in their opinion 
as to whether or not it was a case of yel- 
low fever, but decided to be on the safe 
side and proceed as though it was a case 
of yellow fever. 

The premises where the man died have 
been fumigated, and occupants of the house 
placed under guard pending developments.

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MAYOR’S HINT ABOUT FINANCES 


There Will Be a Reduction in the City’s 
Revenue Next Year. 

A very interesting question of city 
finances came out in the meeitng of the 
police con:imissioners last night. 

Before the election of new supernumera- 
ries Commissioner Johnson had stated that 
he believed there should be elected the 
regular complement of men. Commissioner 
Branan said he did not see how it couid 
be done when the new men would have to 
get uniforms and then probably be drop- 
ped next year if the appropriation fell 
short. 

“I think the city council can be counted 
upon to do its duty next year by this de- 
partment,”” said Commissioner Johnson. 

Mayor Collier replied to this very em- 
phatically, saying: 

‘Mr. Johnson, you may count next year 
On a great reduction in the city’s revenue 
from taxation. The assessors nave made 
a big cut in assessments in trying to 
equalize taxation. They have made the 
cut on residence property in order to get 
it more upon an equality with centrai and 
business property. This cut will reduce the 
city’s revenue cons derably, and it will not 
do for this department of the city govern- 
ment or any other department to count 
upon too much.” 

The remarks of the mayor produced a 
profound sensation. The members of the 
board had been trying to squeeze through 
this year with the present appropriation 
and they had believed that next year the 
appropriation would be increased. 

One of the commissioners said to a re- 
porter of The Constitution: 

“That is a sort of bombshell, and it will 
strike all the other depariments.. We have 
been doing the best with an appropriation 
this year which I belieye was inadequate 
to the requirements of the police service 
and if it is less next year I don’t see how 
we will get along.” 

When the mayor had thrown ont his cen- 
ter shot the police board went tv work 
upon a new basis and elected only six new 
men. 

From what the mayor says there will be 
another “‘putting of heads together’ of the 
finance committee when the annual ap- 
propriations are made for the coming year, 
and it is probable that some more cutting 
will take place.

Consul Lee and Taylor Hold a Long 
Conference with the Secretary 
of State. 


Washirgton, October 11.—Consul General 
Fitzhugh Lee arrived here last night and 
Was at the state department early this 
morning in conference with Assistant Sec- 
retary Diy, leaving later for Warrenton, 
Va., to attend the funeral of a friend. 

He will return to advise further with 
officials here as to the Cuban situation. 

It is understood that the state depart- 
ment is going over with General Lee and 
Mr. Hanris Taylor, ex-minister to Spain, 
the effect of the recent cabinet changes, 
the result of General Weyler’s withdrawal 
and his succession by General Blanco, and 
other new phases developed by the ac- 
cession of Sagasta. 

The escape of Miss Cisneros from an 
Havana prison through the efforts of a rep- 
resentative of The New York Journal has 
been talked over also, the prevailing view 
being that it will not lead to an interna- 
tional complication. General Lee said to- 
day that he did not think any serious 
question would arise over the incident. 
Ex-Minister Taylor, when asked if inter- 
national complications were likely to arise, 
answered: 

“I think not, and the probable result 
will be that Sagasta will give a royal deec- 
oration té&® those who have been good 
encugh to rid Spain of this troublesome 
subject.” 

Mr. Taylor will not discuss the present 
situation at Madrid. 

The talks of administration officials with 
Mr. Taylor and General Lee has given an 
accurate view of the situation both at 
Havana and Madrid, resulting from the 
change of Spanish cabinet and policy. 
There is good reason to believe that the 
view cOmmunicated to the state depart- 
ment is.that the accession of Sagasta 
means a fabian policy of delay, not only 
for the present but for many weeks to 
come, and that no definite policy for Cuba 
w'll be announced for some time. 

Senor de Bosck, secretary of the Spanish 
leeation, has returned and is the only 
Spanish official in Washington. He main- 
tains strict reserve concerning the present 
situation of affairs. 

State department officials make light of 
the prospects of any international trouble 
followed the escape of Miss Cisneros. 
They say that, presuming that the girl and 
her rescuer have reached the United 
States, they cannot be surrendered even if 
claimed by the Spanish authorities. 

The case is covered by two principles of 
law that are never deviated from, accord- 
ing to the state department people. As far 
as coneerns Miss Cisneros, she being a po- 
litical refugee, cannot, under Our organic 
law, be surrendered and there is no clause 
in the Spanish extradition treaty that 
would serve as a basis for a claim for her 
surrender. The circumstances under which 
she may have reached the United States 
cannot affect the force of this doctrine. 

As for The Journal agent who secured 
the escape of the girl, his case is expressly 
covered in the following alticle of the ex- 
tradition treaty between Spain and the 
United States, concluded in 1577: 

“Article 8 Neither of the contracting 
parties shall be bound to deliver up fis 
own citizens or subjeets under the stipu- 
lations of this convention.” 


BLANCO WILL ACT WITH ENERGY 


The New Captain General Will Move 


Against Insurgents at Once. 

Madrid, “October 11.—General Ramon 
Blanco, the captain general of Cuba, an- 
nounces that he will act with great energy 
against the insurgents and will employ all 
political means to restore equality of treat- 
ment in the varicus sections of the com- 
munity. 

The cptain general adds that he has the 
greatest desire to’ end the horrors of war 
and to establish peace by the system which 
he adopted in 1879. 

The inhabitants of Palma, the birthplace 
of General Weyler, are preparing to give 
him an ovation on’ his return from Cuba. 
The new captain general of Cuba had a 
lone conference with the queen regent to- 
day. Tne Spanish party of Cuba, the Com- 
mercial Association of Havana, and the 
independent party of Porto Rico have ca- 
bled to the government assuring it of their 
support. 

A capable message has been received 
from General Weyler, sayirg that the em- 
barks for Spain on October 20th, the first 
steamer sailing on that date. 

A dispatch receive here from Havana 
says that General Weyler, the retiring 
captain general, has issued an amnesty 
decree which includes nearly all the de- 
ported Cubans, who will thus be able to 
return to their homes.

Commenting on the politica! situation 
in Greater New York the other day, The 
Constitution said that Henry George 
was being used asa republican catspaw. 
The statement was made in view of the 
fact that his friends had made a deal 
with the Citizens’ Union, which is com- 
posed of goldmen, republicans and anti- 
democrats. 

The particulars of the deal as they ap- 
pear in the New York papers show be- 
yond all question that The Constitutions 
surmises were correct. It is no sur- 
prise to learn that Mr. George himself 
was not a party to the sell-out. If he 
knows what has been done it is in a very 
Vague way. The reason of this is that 
Mr. George is a very amiable and hon- 
est man, who goes about with head in 
a fog. He is a man of ideas, a dream- 
er, who is sounder when he is 
awake and walking around than he is 
when snoring with his head under the 
cover. : 

It is due entirely to the manipulations 
of Mr. Tom lL. Johnson, of Ohio, that 
Mr. George and the men who were hon- 
estly supporting him have been sold out 
to the republicans. Mr. Johnson calls 
himself a democrat. He is the only 
man who calls Mr. Tom Johnson a dem- 
ocrat; for Mr. Johnson, while at present 
living up with democratic planks and 
principles, is anything but a dem- 
ocrat. He- was summoned to New 
York by the financiers who are keenly 
anxious to defeat Tammany and the reg- 
ular organization. The work he was 
given to do was simple enough, but not 
the kind that genuine democrats are anx- 
ious to perform. 

It was made the duty of Mr. Tom 
Johnson, who is a very clever wirepull- 
er, to bring out Henry George as a can- 
didate, and then betray his followers 
into the hands of the gold men. This 
Mr. Johnson has accomplished as far as 
any man could. In fact his success has 
been so conspicuous that the real friends 
of Mr. George are disgusted, and de- 
clare that they will not be parties 
such a bold sacrifice of principles. 

The truth is, the deal has cut the 
ground from under. the George cam- 
paign. He was announced as the can- 
didate who would stand for principles— 
-all the rest representing “machines.” 
The labor unions of New York, which 
were enthusiastic for George, now find 
that through the manipulations of Mr. 
Tom Johnson they are tied to half a doz- 
en “machines,” every one of them in 
favor of the gold standard and low 
wages. 

As we have said, Mr. George himself 
doesn’t know that his interests have 
been sacrificed. “My friends are attend- 
ing to all the details,” he said Saturday. 
x, am just a candidate for mayog.”’ But 

om Johnson has attended to the ‘“de- 
tails,” and, as far as he can do so, has 
tacked the George movement to the tail- 
end of the republican procession. If any 
evidence were wanting that the republi- 
cans were privy to Tom Johnson’s be- 
trayal of George, it is furnished by the 
fact that two republican office-holders 
who are also connected with Platt’s state 
committee were detected one night last 
week filing the nominating petition of 
the George candidate for chief justice of 
the court of appeals. 

As The Herald, a gold organ, says, 
the situation now becomes grotesque. 
Mr. George, who has a following, not 
because he is a politician, but because 
he is supposed to represent certain prin- 
‘ciples calculated to better the condition 
of the workingmen, has been sacrificed 
by Tom Johnson to help the candidacy 
of Platt’s man Tracy. So far as prin- 
ciples are concerned, Mr. Johnson 
showed by his conduct last year how 
cheap he holds them. 

In addition to this, we have The Her- 
ald’s statement that the heads of many 
: prominent financial institutions are mak- 
‘ing a final effort to bring about a union 
between the Bow and Platt forces. As a 
matter of fact, the financiers are trying 
to induce Low to withdraw in the hope 
‘that such an event would result in the 
‘defeat of Tammany. Such a defeat 
would be advertised as a defeat of the 
| regular democratic organization, and the 
‘gold men imagine that it would give a 
blackeve to the silver movement. 

But Tammany is not to he defeated 
this year. 
his friends will send the independent 
democrats who would have supported 
him back into the party, and wiil thus 
add to the actual strength of Tammany. 

The democratic organization in New 
York was never in finer feather. It has 
drawn to its support most of the oppo- 
nents of republican legislation, such as 
the Raines law, and is compact, solid, 
confident.

A Modern Journalistic Feat. 

The rescue by The New York Journal 
of Evangelina Cisneros, the beautiful 
young Cuban girl whose prigon suffer- 
ings during the past eighteen months 
have appealed to the sympathy of all 
christendom, is one of the most daring 
achievements of modern journalism, 
and deserves something more than or- 
dinary recognition. . 

Every one is familiar with the story 
of this unfortunate young girl’s impris- 
onment. Se'dom in the annals of sav- 
age warfare has anything more brutal 
or atrocious been recorded, and the fact 
that Spain has repeatedly discouraged

more revolting. Had it not. been for 
the timely work of The New York Jour- 
nal the chapter of horrors growing out 
of the imprisonment of this frail young 
Cuban girl would have been completed 
by her final deportation to one of the 
vile Spanish prisons in Africa, there to 
suffer the most cruel and inhuman tor- 
ures. 

Seeing that the prisoner’s release cou!d 
be accomplished in no other way, The 
New York Journal, with its character- 
istic audacity, dispatched a special rep- 
resentative to Cuba some four weeks ago 
with instructions to effect the young 
girl's release, either by force or strate- 
gem, and to allow no consideration of 
cost to stand in the way of her rescue. 
Acting upon these instructions The 
Journal’s tepresentative immediately on 
arriving in Cuba employed the assistance 
of the shrewdest Cuban allies; andgaf- 
ter patiently arranging all prelimin- 
aries, succeeded by dint of perseverence 
in accomplishing what diplomatic efforts 
had utterly failed to bring about, viz., 
the release of the young Cuban prisoner. 

Dispatches from the island state that 
the escape of Miss Cisneros from prison 
is the greatest sensation of the year ih 
Havana, and that even the recall of Gen- 
eral Wevler has become for the time be- 
ing a matter of secondary importance. 
The adroit instrument of her relief is 
now working his way back in disguise to 
the United States, and is expected to 
reach home in a few days. The success- 
ful enterprise of The New York Journal 
in accomplishing the release of the 
voung prisoner whose sufferings at the 
hands of the Spanish authorities in Cu- 
ba have filled the civilized world with 
horror, is as noble as it is brilliant. 
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What It Costs To Raise Corn. 

The cost of preducing corn is one of 
the interesting discussions going on at 
present in agricultural and trade circles. 

Perhaps the most satisfactory con- 
tribution to this discussion is the one 
made by The American Agriculturalist. 
Estimating the average cost per acre 
and per bushel of various crops of corn 
scattered over mninety-six counties of 
eight corn producing states, aggregat- 
ing in all 2,632 acres, The Agriculturist 
sums up its calculations in the following 
condensed tab!e:

According to the above table the price 
of raising corn per acre is approximate- 
ly $2.60 after subtracting the value of 
the fodder: and per bushel only 12 cents. 
These figures should be of interest to 
our southern farmers; for although none 
of the states of this section are classed 
among the great corn-producing states 
of the wnion there is no reason why our 
southern farmers, in the light of these 
ficures, should not bestir themselves 
and by adopting more economic methods 
see if they cannot produce corn at a 
cost somewhere in the neighborhocd of 
the figures above cited. 

_—————— 
A Sign of Progress. 

President Samuel Spencer, of the 
Southern railway, makes the following 
statement in his recent annual report 
showing the marked development* which 
has taken place along the lines of the 
Southern railway alone during the past 
year: 

During the year 151 new manufacturing 
establishments of various kinds were lo- 
cated at points upon the company’s road. 
There have been completed during the year 
on the lines of the company cotton factories 
alone working 163,000 spindles and 3,000 
looms, the total cost of which has been 
nearly $2,000,000, and at the close of the year 
there are. under construction additional 
milis which will include’ 62,500 spindles. 
The construction by the company of 92,861 
feet, or 17.59 miles, of new sidetrack to in- 
dustrial establishments Quring the year in- 
dicates this general growth and the appre- 
ciation of the company’s poiicy in fostering 
such enterprises. 

This is another gratifying contribu- 
tion to the evidence of the south’s prog- 
ress in spite of adverse conditions dur- 
ing the past twelve months. 
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Rape and Civilization. 

Mr. Moncure D. Conway, a Virginian 
who has been living for many years in 
foreign parts has written a letter to The 
New York Times on “Lynching in Geor- 
gia,” in which he says that “it ig not civ- 
ilized to regard rape as a capital of- 
fense.”’ : 

This is very interesting—so much so 
that we rise to inquire, in the first place, 
why Mr. Conway should confine himself 
to lynching in Georgia, and, in the gece 
ond place, why he regards himself as a 
judge of the standards of civilization? 

We know of Mr. Conway by various 
of his publications. As a writer, his re- 
sources are soon exhausted, but what he 
lacks in ideas he is capable of supplying 
with words. We have heard of him also 
as a preacher, and, for the sake of his 
London congregation, we trust his spok- 
en words are apter and more inspiring 
than his written ones. Howbeit, he is 
frequently before the public, and we sup- 
pose will readily appease our curiosity 
in these matters. 

Georgia is no more conspicuous in the 
matter of lyching than (for example) the 
state of Indiana—not so much so if we 
take all the circumstances into consider- 
ation. We think Mr. Conway would 
have served himself and justice, too, if 
he had broadened the matter somewhat 
by discussing lynchings in the United 
States. This is a subject that is entirely 
worthy of sober and discreet discussion, 
for the lynching mania is assuming a 
shape that is calculated to alarm the 
judicious. 

But on what grounds does Mr. Con- 
way base his declaration that “it ig not 
civilized to regard rape as a capital of- 
fense?” He must have some reason to give 
for his view. Does he regard murder as 
a capital offense? We suspect not. Bur 
it is a fact that ought to be clear to any 
right-thinking man that rape and its 
consequences are far worse than murder 
or assassination. If this fact is not 
clearly apparent to Mr. Conway, his 
sense of justice is unbalanced. 

The Constitution has attributed the 
growth of lynching to the law’s delay. 
and to the ease with which criminals 
escape justice by means of legal quibbles 
and technicalities. Behind these things 
is another reason, namely, the growth 
of a maukish sentimentality in behalf 
of crimina's. One result of this morbid 
state of mind is a movement to abolish 
capital punishment. In Georgia any 
jury, sentimentally inclined. may recom- 
mend a murderer to the mercy of the 


court, and the court has no option but | 


to sentence the prisoner to imprisonment 


for life. The people—even those who 
engage in lynching—love justice. All 
they ask or desire is that strict justice be 
accorded to all men guilty of defying the 
law. 

Mr. Conway will note that the mob in 
Indiana has made burglary a capital 
offense. The reason they did-so is not 
because they are uncivilized, but be- 
cause they found it impossible to convict 
the burglars in the courts. Whether 
good or bad, this was the reason. There~ 
fore if Mr. Conway is anxious to study 
lynching or diseuss it, we call his at- 
tention to recent developments north of 
Mason and Dixon’s line; not that we de- 
sire to draw a sectional line in this 
or any other matter, but Mr. Conway 
may study it among a people whom he 
will admit to be civilized, if not refined. 

It was Mr. Charles Sumner who spoke 
of the barbarism of slavery, and since 
that time, the south has had the charge 
of barbarism hurled at it from all 
sources. But there have been lynchings 
where this charge would not hold good, 
and to these we invite the attention of 
Mr. Conway and other great moralists 
and reformers, who are inclined to hold 
their noses in the air whenever there is 
a display of human nature in the south. 
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General Weyler’s Recall. 

In view of recent developments in 
Madrid there is no reason to doubt that 
General Weyler’s brutal campaign in 
Cuba is rapidly drawing to its close, and 
that General Blanco y Arneas will short- 
ly be sent over to take the place of the 
Spanish butcher. 

The atrocious deeds committed by 
General Weyler during the past eighteen 
months in Cuba may, perhaps, in some 
instances, have been exaggerated; but, 
making all due allowances for whatever 
of exaggeration the reports which have 
reached this country from time to time 
may have contained, it still remains 
that the brutal tactics of General Wey- 
ler, stripped of all fictitious coloring, are 
wholly without parallel in the annals of 
savage warfare. Over the prospective 
recall of the Spanish butcher, therefore, 
not .only Cuba but humanity itself has 
cause for congratulation. 

But what of General Blanco, who is 
slated to succeed him? From the best 
information which can be obtained at 
this time it appears that General Blanco 
is a great improvement upon the Span- 
ish butcher, and such brutal scenes as the 
past few months have witnessed in Cuba 
are not apt to be enacted under his ad- 
ministration. General Blanco was at 
one time governor general of the Philli- 
pine islands but resigned that position 
on account of intimations proceeding 
from the government at Madrid to the 
effect that his methods in dealing with 
the insurgents were altogether too 
mild. This simple fact alone sgsug- 
gests a diametrical contrast between 
General Blanco and General Weyler. 
Since returning to Spain from the Phil- 
ipines General Blanco has occupied the 
position of chief of the queen regent’s 
military bureau, one of the most distin- 
guished positions under the military sys- 
tem of Spain. On account of his close 
relationship to the crown, it ig genera)- 
iy supposed that General Blanco will be 
vested with special powers, aside from 
those pertaining to his military rank, 
for the purpose of making political over- 
tures to the Cubans; ‘but it remains to 
be seen whether or not these overtures 

re accepted. From present indications 
they are likely to be spurned indig- 
nantly. 

If General Weyler {fs correctly report- 
ed, he will offer no resistance to his re- 
call home, although it will seriously in- 
terfere with the large profits which he is 
alleged to have made on the island. ‘““My 
principles as well as my military rec- 
ord,’ says the Spanish butcher in a re- 
cent outburst of dissimulated virtue, “are 
firm guarantees that I will never oppose 
the constituted government whatever it 
may be. I never have put obstacles in 
the way of the government, and I never 
shall.” Of course this sounds well 
enough, but General Wevler knows that 
his jig is up, and he is simply making a 
virtue of necessity. Spain will never 
give him another opportunity to disgrace 
the science of warfare. 
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Mr. George has been very neatly 
“done” by that great “reformer” Tom 
Johnson. 
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The Herald says Platt has money by 
the wagon load. Naturally. Platt rep- 
resents the interests of the great finan- 
cial institutions of New York city.

Mr. John C, Calhoun, of New York, 
is in Atlanta, the guest of Mr. J. J. Spald- 
ing. He will return to New York tonight. 

“I am delighted at the progress of At- 
lanta,” said Mr. Calhoun, yesterday. “lI 
am always glad to visit this city, not only 
because I have so many friends here, but 
because as a native southerner, it makes 
me proud to see such evidences of thrift 
and enterprise on every side. I have just 
returned from Europe, where I have been 
for some time on business matters. I will 
return tonight to my home in New York.” 

While in Europe Mr. Calhoun met the 
internatioral bimetallic commissioners of 
the United States, and was with them both 
in London and Paris. 

“l was.very much impressed with the 
fact that something substantial will result 
from this commission,” said Mr. Calhoun. 
“They have the hearty co-operation of the 
French government, and in my opinion 
when the answer of the English govern- 
ment is made public, it will be found that 
the mints of India will be opened to the free 
coinage of silver; ard if not that, a liberal 
concession will be made to silver.

Colonel Nesbitt on Rain. 

Commissioner of Agriculture Nesbitt says 
Sunday’s rain came too late to benefit this 
year’s cvop, with the exception of turnips 
and other root crops, but that it will be a 
great help to farmers in getting their land 
ready for the fall sowing. It will injure cot- 
ton in the field by staining it. 

“It is a great thing for the country.” said 
he, “but it comes too late to help the cot- 
ton planter. The crop is three-fourths gath- 
ered, and where the rain fell on red land it 
raised a dust that settled on the staple and 
stained it. I suppose I have an average 
Georgia farm, and my cotton is three- 
fourths gathered. I hear that in Early and 
other counties of the black belt it is about 
all picked. In the white counties it will 
be about the same as last year. 

“Potatoes have been so long without rain 
that if left in the ground after this wetting 
they will get full of sap and be ruined. 
Turnips planted in July will be greatly ben- 
efited by the rain, and so will garden truck 
and any plants set out in the fall. It will 
greatly help fall plowing. The news I have 
from Rome is that the rain there was very 
light, hardly enough to lay the dust. I 
have no news from other parts of the slate. 
The fall in the price of cotton has depress- 
ed the farmérs very much, In the lower 
part of the state they are getting from 5%

A Reformatory Certain. 
Colonel J. W. Robertson dropped in to 
see Colonel Candler yesterday and in the 
course of a general conversation compli- 
mented Governor Atkinson on taking so 
strong a stand in favor. of tre siate es- 
tablishing a reformatory for young crimi- 
nals. As a matter of fact this portion of 
the governor’s message to the legislature 
is likely fe attract more attention than 
any other, because it is sOmething on 
which ali ‘the discordant elements can 


agree. He gays: 

“The department established for the care 
of boys should be known as the Siate Re- 
formatofy. Here should be received all 
boys convicted of felony, under the age 
of seventeen, whom the judges, in their 
discretion, may sentence to a term in the 
reformatory. in addition to these it should 
receive all boys under the age of seventeen 
convicted of misdemeanors, when so sen- 
tenced by the court, upon receipt from the 
county where convicted of such sum as 
will, in the judgment of the prison com- 
mission, cover the cost to the state, if 
any, of keeping them. The female con- 
victs under seventeen years of age should 
be placed in the woman’s department and 
given the same advantages and surround- 
ed by the same influences as boys in the 
reformatory. 

“The inmates of this institution shouwid 
be employed in farming and such other 
labor as the commission may select, keep- 
ing in view the necess:ty of preparing 
them when discharged for some permanent 
occupation, and the necussity of, as far 
as possible, making them _ self-supporting 
while in custody of the state. They 
should be given the benefit of such edu- 
cational advantages as may be provided, 
and care taken to impart such moral in- 
struction and training as wiili aid in mak- 
ing them useful citizens. In my opinion 
this department can and ghould be made 
self-sustaining.

The above communication was referred 
to Professor John Morrts, of the chair of 
literature of the University of Georgia 
and he replies as follows: 

“Frazzlie—of common use dialectically in 
the south, (1) as an intransitive verb ‘to 
frazzlie out’ in the sense of ‘to become un- 
raveled.’ ‘to become frayed;’ (2) AS a sub- 
Stantive meaning ‘the condition; of being 
frayed,’ ‘frayed ends.’ The termibative ‘le’ 
is the common frequentative on iterative 
suffix seen in dazzle, from dazd; dribble, 
from drip; hobble, from hop; draggle, from 
drag, ete. The word is probabiy/a doublet 
of frizzle, showing the same ¢hange as 
seen in wiggle, waggle; gibbe@, jabber; 
tittle, tattle; jingle, jangle, etq) Develop- 
ment of meaning becomes cleaf when we 
are told that frizzle, from old Ffench frizer 
perhaps meant originally ‘to mughen the 
nap of cloth to make it look like frieze.’ 
Influence upon form and sigfification of 
fray and frail (southern dialect for flail, to 
scourge, to chastise), as well/as of ravel 
is evident.’’ 


Mrs. Tennent on Turnip Greens. 

Editor Constitution—Your able editorial 
on water ground meal, turnips and dump- 
lings has attracted widespréad attention. 
No wonder! It is a most appetizing and 
sustaining part of the noonday meal. 

Pardon me if I presume toadd a word of 
advice concerning the cooking. I cannot 
hope to approach the exquisite word-paint- 
ing of your editorial, but’ must content 
myself with unvarnished phrases. I am 
convinced from observatiog that not one 
cook in a hundred knows of the little ‘‘wrin- 
kle” I propose to describe, gr if it is Known, 
it is mot put into executién. I learned it 
in a course of cooking legsons in Cincin- 
nati about ten years ago, and I assure you 
it makes a wonderful dfference in the 
delicacy of a dish of turnip greens and 
the digestibility also. I have had guests 
at my table to eat hearfily of them who 
said they never liked them before. They 
would contend that the’difference lay in 
the variety. 

The plan is to pick over_and remove 
all tyash and yellow leavés and thick stems 
and wash thoroughly thfraggh several wa- 
ters; cover with either hot or cold water 
and allow them to bof] at least twenty 
minutes; then drain off this water and 
refill vessel with hot water from the ket- 
tle. It is this discarding of the first green- 
ish, bitter water that Makes such an ap- 
preciable difference whén they are brought 
to the table. One wll be surprised on 
examining this water fo discern how ex- 
ceedingly disagreeabl@ it is. It has an 
acrid taste that draws the mouth like a 
green persimmon. The greens when done 
are not deprived of their natural flavor; 
neither is the pot liqupr. ©n the contrary, 
both are improved wé@nderfully. The slice 
of bacon for seasonifig is placed in with 
the greens when fhe vessel is refilled. 
Some cooks contend) it is better to 
add the essence of fat middling ‘‘fried 
out.” stirring in thoréughly just before the 
greens are taken ug By that procedure. 
however, one [ts depfived of a‘ streak of 
lean and a streak pf fat.’ which so 
wreny persons hearfily enjoy. Any time 
during the cooking fa small pinch of soda 
added will be a grd@at advantage. Do not 
add the salt till just before taking up. If 
greens or enbbage. or in fact, most any 
variety of vegetable, is salted at fifst it 
tends to harden. 

Hoping that this suge stion will be tried 
and afford the pleasure to others that it 
has to my familv am very truly.

LONG DROUGHT IS ATAN END 


Good Rains Fall All Over the East 
Country.

THE WEST STILL SUFFERS 


Only One or Two Rains Reported from 
the Western Side of the Mississip- 
pi—A Big Rain Here. 


The rains have come and watered the 
land. The dry terror has been Vanquished 
by the cooling showers, and over the land 
which for nearly two months has been 
cursed with a terrible drought there has 
been a smal! deluge of waters from heaven. 

All east of the Mississippi has been 
saved from the grasp of the burning 
drought. Only one or two places west of 
the Mississippi reported rains yesterday. 

Cold weather will follow the rain that 
has fallen here. Threatening weather has 
been predicted for this vicinity, and it is 
possible that the rains may continue during 
today and tonight, but it is expected 
that the weather will be clear and co!d to- 
morrow. There has already been a decided 
fall in the temperature. This fall is gen- 
eral all over the country. 

Atlanta has had an inch and a half of 
rain since Sunday afternoon, when the long 
drought was first broken. ‘This is usually 
a-large raim but the thirsty earth greedily 
drank up the water as it fell, and it would 
take another_such shower to put the earth 
in its normal Condition, so long has it 
been baking beneath the burning rays of 
a summer sun. 

Smail rains were reported from nearly 
every station on the map yesterday. The 
report from the weather bureau is as fol- 
lows: 

Weather Synopsis and Forecast. 

At 8 p. m. last night there was a low 
pressure center of considerable energy cen- 
tered over Wisconsin. The higher area was 
along the middle Atlantic coast, tut over 
os entire map the pressure was below nor- 
The temperature had fallen everywhere 
in about the same proportion as at Atlan- 
ta. The thermal line of 70 degree’ passed 
through Augusta; just north of Montgom- 
ery, through Port Kads and west of Vicks- 
burg. Cloudy and threatening weather 
was the rule east of the Mississippi, and 
over this part of the map rain was gener- 
ally reported in amounts varying from 
trace to 1.92 inches, except from St. Paul 
and Omaha.

SUPREME COURT 
ON FALL TERM 


Opens with a Docket of Many Important 
Criminal Cases. 


TOM ALLEN’S THE FIRST UP 


Vigorous Fight Being Made Over the 
Famous Outlaw. 


TOM WATSON APPEARS FOR ADAMS 


Not Satisfied with His Verdict of Man- 
Slaughter—Court Disposes of 
Eight Cases. 


The fall session of the supreme court 
began yesterday, and the docket which is 
to be considered contairs a large number 
ef very important cases. The second di- 
vision is sitting with Judge Lumpkin pre- 
siding, and Justices Little and Fish beside 
him. Scores of criminal cases will come 
before them on appeal, not the least im- 
portant of which is that of Edwin C. 
Flanagan, the Decatur murderer. The 
case of Bud Breoks and Grady Reynolds 
will also be heard. The court hopes to 
clear up the criminal docket by the time it 
adjourns, and there is every reason to be- 
lieve that they will do go. 

During their session yesterday they dis- 
posed of eight cases, and adjourned until 
this morning. The case of Tom Allen 
headed the list, and the appearance of the 
lawyers on both sides recalls the story of 
that famous outlaw. Allen killed a map 
in a saloon fight in Bibb county, and was 
arrested, tried, convicted and sentenced 
to be hanged. His cas? was appealed to 
the supreme court, but he escaped from 
prison before it was acted upon. The court 
refused to listen to the arguments of his 
attorneys, under the circumstances, 
when Allen was captured after nearly 
eighteen months of liberty, he was re- 
sentenced. His attorneys appealed to the 
United States supreme court on the ground 
that his appeal to the supreme court of the 
State had not been decided, but were de- 
feated in their motion. 

A Question of Authority. 
They then went before Judge Seaborn 


Reese with an extraordinary motion for a- 


new trial, and this acted as a temporary 
Stay of proceedings and saved Allen's 
neck for the time being. Judge Reese set 
the motion for a hearing, but was com- 
pelled to make a trip to Tennessee and 
left the case in the hands of Judge Felton. 
The latter wrote to Judge Candler, of the 
Stone Mountain circuit, asking him to go 
to Macon and take charge of the case. 
Judge Candler did so, and, after a hear- 
ing, overruled the motion and again sen- 
tenced Allen to be hanged. The con- 
demned man’s counsel now raise the point 
that Judge Candler had no right: to Inter- 
fere, Judge Reese having assumed jurisdic- 
tion, and Judge Felton, of the circuit in 
which thetria] originally took place, being 
disqualified 

The prosecution yesterday was represent- 
ed by Solidtor General Robert Hodges and 
John Randolph Cooper, of Macon, and the 
defense. by Colonel Dupont Guerry and 
Major J. Vi. Preston. The remarkable ca- 
reer of the nan whose life is at stake since 
the commission of the crime, three years 
ago, makes the case one of the most in- 
teresting on record, and the large number 
of lawyers who listened to the argument 
yesterday séid that it raised a brand new 
question in jaw. Allen has probably been 
sentenced to death oftener than any other 
man in the world, and his attorneys still 
express confidence of being able to save 
his neck. 


Watsm Is Not Satisfied. 


Another interesting case which came up 
during the afternoon was that of Henry 
Odum, of Emanuel county, in whose in- 
terest the Hon. Thomas E. Watson appear- 
ed. Odum becime involved in a personal 
controversy with another Emanuel county 
citizen by the tame of Foster, and in the 
affray discharged a revolver, presumably 
at his adversary. The bullet struck Fos- 
ter’s sister and killed her, and Odum was 
subsequently pliced on trial for murder. 
Mr. Watson deffnded him on the ground 
of justifiable hemicide, but the solicitor 
general fought fer a verdict of murder in 
the first degree. The jury found for man- 
slaughter and everybody supposed that 
Mr. Watson woud be satisfied with the 
verdict. But he vasn’t, and yesterday he 
told the supreme court so. Colonel T. H. 
Hardwick, law partner of Solicitor Gene- 
a 6S: Rawings, appeared for the 
state. 

Several minor cases occupied the attention 
of the court before adjournment and it 
was thought that the Shaw case, from 
Twiggs county, might be reached. This ts 
the case of the maa ‘who pulled a rail up 
from the tracks of the Southern road in 
order to wreck a tmin on which his wife 
was returning to ter home. It was al- 
leged that he intended to kill her in order 
to collect money from the railroad. In this 
remarkable enterpris¢é he had as a partner 
a young man named Tom Criswell, who 
is now undergoing lite imprisonment, and 
who was the state’s strongest witness at 
Shaw’s trial. The mnitter will probably 
come up before the stpreme court tomor- 
row. 

The case of W. M. Bridge, the former 
school commissioner of Floyd county, who 
was convicted of e™*;zzlement and sen- 
tenced to five year; ih the penitentiary, 
will probably come up Thursday.

WAS ADDICTED T@ THE MORPHINE HABIT 


Death Came in Ten Minutes—Remains 
Will Be Taken Back to His Home. 
Coroner Holds an Inquest. 


A victim of the dreadful morphine habit, 
with nerves shattered and life a misery and 
a burden, Dr. T. ‘Monroe, a prominent phy- 
sician of Union, 8S. (., ended his earthly 
existence at the Hotel Alvin, in this city, 
yesterday morning. 

The instrument of self-destruction was a 
small pocket-knife, and it was used with 
the skill that could have only been exer- 
cised by a surgeon. The blade was passed 
into the throat just above the jugular vein 
and a cut of only about an inch made, but 
it Was enough to cause death from hemor- 
rhage in ten minutes. 

Dr. Monroe had been a practicing physi- 
cian at Union several years and had become 
a hopeless victim of the whisky habit, and 
later began the use of morphine, Five years 
ago he came to Atlanta for treatment and, 
under the care of Dr. B. M. Woolley, was 
restored to health. A short while ago he 
began to drink again and once more re- 
sorted to the use of morphine. 

Sunday morning he arrived in Atlanta 
with his friend and associate in the practice 
of medicine, Dr. J. G. Going: Dr. Woolley 
had been notified and he met the two men 
at the depot. Rooms were secured at the 
Hote] Alvin. Dr. Woolley treated Dr. Mon- 
roe Saturday affernoon and evening and 
left him much better. 

It Was apparent that Dr. Monroe contem- 
plated suicide, for he more than once re- 
marked to his friend that he ‘‘was sorry for 
him.” 

During the night Dr. Going kept 
Watch over the patient and at one 
finding him worse, telephoned to 
Woolley. 

About 12 o’cloeck Dr. 
feeling better and tried 
to go to sleep. Later in the 
o'clock, Dr. Going, seeing that 
was resting easily, left the room for a 
few minutes for the purpose of turning 
down the gas in the hall. When he return- 
ed he found his friend lying upon his side 
with his head hanging over a slop jar. He 
at first thought Dr. Monroe was attacked 
with nausea and hastened to his assistance. 
He soon discovered, however, that he was 
bleeding to death from a wound in the neck. 
The jugular vein had@ been severed and Dr. 
Monroe was rapidly sinking. So fast was 
the life blood flowing from the wound that 
the dying man did not rally sufficiently to 
speak a word after he had committed the 
act of self-destruction. In ten minutes he 
had breathed his last. 

The remains were taken in charge by Hill- 
burn & Bowden and will be sent to Union 
for interment. An inquest was held by the 
coroner and a verdict of »zuicide rendered 
by the jury. 

The deceased was about forty-five years 
of age. Hehas two grown sons and three 
brothers at Union, two of whom are prom- 
inent attorrmeye. 

A few years ago his wife was sent to the 
asylum for the insane and that had much 
to do with his being a victim to the habit 
of intemperince, which finally ended in 
suicide,

| BISHOP NELSON 


WANTSTWO DIOCESES 


Believes Church Work Could Be More 
Effectually Carried Out. 


HE IS RETICENT IN THE MATTER 


Believes It Is One That Should Be Set- 
tled by the Church. 


BISHOP WON'T ADVANCE HIS OPINIONS 


Likely That the Movement May Re- 
sult in the Division of the 
Georgia Diocese.

Since the return of Bishop C. K. Nelson, 
of the Episcopal diocese of Georgia, from 
his visit to Europe, the matier of dividing 
the diocese into two parishes has been 
widely discussed and during the past few 
days many rumors have been current con- 
cerning the question. 

As is well known, the idea of dividing 
the diocese first originated with Bishop 
Nelson. He advocated the division and 
it met with favor at the hands of his ; ar- 


ishiorers. He stated, however, when he 
first mentioned the matter that it was 
his intention to leave the question entire- 
ly with the people, and with this ovoject 
in view a committee was appointed to 
investigate and report upon the advisab.lity 
of the screme. 

This was somo time before the depariure 
of Bishop Nelson to Europe. He knew 
at that time that he would leave soon for 
the eastern hemisphere and he announced, 
after the committee had been appointed, 
that he would not for the present push 
the matter. He intimated that ke would 
say something further after his return, 
and this impression was left on the minds 
of his parishoners at the time of his de- 
parture, 

When it was announced a few days ago 
that he had returned to the city, those 
who had rot forgotten about the scheme 
proposed by Bisnop Nelson at once Jump- 
ed to the conclusion that he wou!d again 
take up the matter of dividing the parish 
and either succeed in his desire cr end 
the matter for once and all. 

Thus it was that rumors began to be 
circulated. They gained in size and.belief 
as they went and Bishop Nelson has been 
somewhat busy stating his intentions to 
ingquirers during the past few days. He 
was interviewed concerning ‘he matter 
last night, he ‘being at his residence on 
Forrest avenue at. the ‘time. 

He stated that he emteriained certain 
ideas on the question,. which he believed 
to be good, but which he was not ready 
to make public just at present on acccunt 
of the fact that he desired to leave the 
solution of the question entirely in the 
hands of his parishoners. 

‘Yes, I believe the plan to be a good 
one,” said Bishop Nelsen last evening. 
“When I first proposed the scheme I believ- 
ed it would result in much good to the 
diocese and since studying the matter fvur- 
ther I have not varied from that opinion. 

‘“T do not desire to take part in the solu- 
tion of the question or in the division cf the 
diocese, however, because I do not wish 
to appear in the light of forcing my opin- 
ions or plans on the people in this diocese, 

‘T helieve that they are fully capable of 
handling the question for themselves, and 
therefore I am not known in it at all. The 
cammittee to investigate and report upon 
the advisability of the division was ap- 
painted before I left for Europe, <s you 
probably know, and I am not even aware 
when they will be ready to make their 
report. 

“Neither do I know what their report 
will be. nor do I wish to until the time 
has arrived to make it public. My trip 
to Europe was a source of great satisfac- 
tion to me and I readily found the pleas- 
ure and rest of which I went in search, 
The condition of the diccese as I found it 
upon my return was very pleasing and I 
was weil satisfied with it.” 


DECATUR WANTS T0 BEA CITY 


The Legislature Will Be Asked To So 
Change Its Charter. 


PEOPLE DO NOT LIKE “TOWN” 


The City Court of DeKalb To Be Known 
as the City Court of Decatur. 
May Have Opposition. 


A bill will be introduced into the legis- 
lature at its next session amending the 
charter of the town of Decatur. The cita- 
tion is now being published in the official 
organ of the county and also on the doors 
of the courthouse. 

It is desired that the word ‘‘town’’ be 
changed to ‘‘city’’ and that the court which 
has been KnOWN as the county court of 
DeKaip county be changed to the city court 
of Decatur. No objection will be offered 
to this and it will be passed without 
a protest. 

The people think that they have grown 
to the point where they can call themselves 
a city, and the title ought to be given 
them. If the fiame of the court is chang- 
ea, it will keep that tribunal in Decatur 
in the event that the county seat is re- 
moved to Stone Mountain. It is said that 
opposition may afise to the measure being 
passed if the legislature passes bi] 
for the removal of the capital the 
county. 

The citizens wish to retain that much 
of the county’s government if ihey are 
deprived of the county seat, and they will 
sée that the bill is presented to the general 
assembly and favorably passed upon. Mr. 
Henderson says that he will have the ecurt 
abolished, however, and that the o'll will 
have to do with a nomnelity. 

The candidates for the judgeship of this 
court are urging their claims and will 
present them to the wovernor very soon. 
They are not holding back on account of 
the probabili&¥ of the court being abolish- 
ed. A l'l is now pending in the senate, 
having already passed the house, providing 
for a solicitor ‘sor thi¢ court. But Mr. 
Henderson does not believe that there will 
be a court for the solicitor if he is appoint-

DERAULTERS’ LIST 
GROWS RAPIDLY 


Property Worth Many Thousands Has Not 
Been Returned. 


MANY NAMES FOUND MISSING 


Examination of Tax Digest Deveals 
a Klondike for Fulton County. 


$50,000 OF BACK TAXES NOW IN SIGHT 


Expert Accountant Malone Believes He 
Will Find Twice That Amount Be- 
fore Work Is Completed. 


The examination of the tax digest for 
the past two years has developed some 
interesting statistics regarding the non- 
payment of state and county taxes. The 
examination is the result of the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Thomas L. Malone by the 
board of county commissioners as an ex- 
pert to check over the digests and es- 
certain the amount of taxes which should 
be paid the county, but which .were not 
returned this year. 

The work is abdut half completed as 
yet, but sufficient defaults have been dis- 
cevered to show that the county has lost 
$25,000 which should have been returned 
but was not. This is in actual) dollars and 
does not represent the amount of property 
returnable, but the tax itsell. The exam- 
ination has’ oniy reached! the letter Ll, 
showing that only about one-half of the 
names have been checked. When the en- 
tire list is completed it is thought the 
figures will reach the enormveus sum of 
$50,000 hey 

The cOmmissioners have declared that 
they will double tax all defaulters, which 
will mean that the sum of $56,000 is 
doubled—a saving of $110,000 to the state 
and county. The property ts lecated in 
all portions of'the county, some of it be- 
ing within a stone’s throw of the tax col- 
lector’s office, yet it does not appear upon 
the books. 

Another item of interest is found in the 
great decrease between the city and coun- 
ty books. Frequently property has been 
returned to the city under the city ap- 
praisemefit at figures twice and three time« 
as large as the figures received by the 
county. 

‘I dé not feel dt liberty to discuss the 
progress | have marle,”” said Expert Ac- 
countant Malone yesterday. “I am em- 
ployed by the board of commissioners and 
I prefer that anything that is published 
come from that source. I am going ahead 
industriously, however, and I have found 
many thousands of dollars Which have not 
seen this years tax books. It may have 
been the same way with last year. But J 
can not say. as I am not checking back 
further than the two years.’ 

The commissioners are greatly pleased 
with the developments of the investigation 
and they may employ Mr. Malone to go 
through the eritire number of tax digests, 
believing that vast amewntsa of property 
have not been returned in _years.

Atlanta, October 11.—The Liverpool mar- 
ket closed 1 to 2 points higher than Satur- 
day; sales 12,000 bales: middling uplands

the time the bureau report was issued, 
then the prices advanced 3 to 4 points, but 
there was a deluge of selling orders that 
met with very little opposition, which 
hammered prices down 10 to 12 points un- 
der therepening, the final close being lowest 
point for the day.

Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, October 11.—Both at home 
and abroad the trade expected a bad bu- 
reau report. Acting upon this they beught 
freely during the past week, but when 
the report was issued a remembrance of 
the last season changed them all to sell- 
ers. The cry of ‘wolf’ has been so 
often repeated that it has ceased to. be 
believed, and in its place an axiom that the 
market should always be sold on a bureau 
report has been adopted by the trade. It 
is thought that Europe will be governed 
more by the estimate of Mr. Neill than 
by the bureau report.

BUREAU REPORT ON COTTON. 


Condition Declined 8.3 Per Cent, All 
States’ Participating. 


Washington, October 11.—The cotton re- 
turns to the department of agriculture n- 
dicate an average condition on October Ist 
of 7 as compared with 78.3 on September 
Ist, a decrease of 8.3 per cent. The average 
condition October 1, 1896, was 60.7 and tne 
average condition on October ist for the 
last ten years is 74.5. 

There has been a further decline, more 
or less marked, in every cotton producing 
state, the decline in North Carolina being 
17 points, in Tennessee 12 points, in South 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida and Arkansas 
10 points in the Indian Territory 8 points, 
Alabama, Mississippi and Missouri 7 points, 
in Icuisiana and Texas 6 points, and in 
Oklahoma 5 points. Florida is the only 
State in which the decline is not attribu- 
ted wholly or in a large part to the long 
continued drought. 

The complaints of ‘‘no top crop” or of 
an exceptionally small one are almost uni- 
versal, and the reports of small bolls and 
short staple are very numerous, 

The only favorable reports are those 
which relate to the conditions for picking, 
which are in the main everything that 
could be desired.

Only 1-8 to 1-4¢ Decline in Wheat on 
Breaking of the Drought. 


OTHER NEWS WAS BULLISH 


Corn Felt Influence of Rain and De- 
clined—Oats Were Lower and Pro- 
visions Closed Higher. 


Chicago, October 11.—A decline of but 
%@%c was all the effect the breaking of 
the drought had on the Chicago wheat 
market. Short sellers were timid about 
attacking the market, while every weak 
Spot attracted buyers. In corn the rain 
made its influence felt more, that market 
declining 4@%c. Oats declined %@\c. 
Provisions, were firm and closed about 5c 
higher all around. 

December wheat, which closed Friday at 
91%c, opened today at 91@91%c. This was 
the result of the rain which the weather 
bureau reported covering nearly the en- 
tire drought-stricken district. Outside of 
this important factor news favored high- 
er prices. The Liverpool market opened 
%c higher. Receipts at Minneapolis were 
1470 cars, against 1,518 cars a week ago 
and 1,709 the corresponding day last year. 
The world’s shipments last ‘weeky were 
lighter at 7,651,000 bushels, against 9,244,000 
bushels the previous week and 10,315,000 
bushels the corresponding week a year 
ago. Supplies on ocean passage showed 
a decrease for the week of 240,000 bushels. 
St. Louis reported the sale early of 100,000 
bushels No. 2 red winter wheat to go to 
New Orleans for export. The market ad- 
vanced at once to 913%@91l%%c. It reacted 
to 91%@91%c, but such good buying was 
encountered that an advance to 91%@9l%c 
soon ensued. The government crop re- 
port Was expected today, and this fact 
made trading very limited as the session 
advanced, with the price keeping close to 
Friday’s values. London cables reported 
that the drought in the Argentine repub- 
lic had been broken by rains Friday and 
Saturday. Liverpool closed rather weak, 
but the continental centers were all high- 
er and apparently regarded with compla- 
cency the breaking of the drought on the 
western hemisphere. A london cable re- 
ported a deficiency of 3 per cent in the 
wheat yield of four important provinces in 
Russia. The English visible supply in- 
creased 491,000 bushels during last week, 
while the domestic visible increased 1,6990,- 
OW). Vessel room was chartered here for 
600,000 bushels of No. 2 spring wheat—the 


balance of the lot sold to Liverpool last 
week. One of the significant items of 
the day was the report of 280,%0 bushels 
of wheat shipped from India last week. 
This is the first important shipment from 
that country in many months, and is 
taken as a straw indicating the crop out- 
look there. This caused May wheat to 
sell le below December at one time.

Washington, October 11.—The October re- 
port of the statistician of the department 
of agriculture shows the average condition 
of corn on October Ist to have been 77.1 
as compared with 79.3 on September list, 
with 90.5 on October 1, 1896, and 82.5, the 
average for the_last ten yéars. There has 
been an improvement during the month of 
six points in Maryland and four in Iowa. 
On the other hand there has been a de- 
cline of three points in Kansas, six in Ne- 
braska, three in Ohio, three in _ Iilinois, 
four in Missouri and a general decline in 
the southern states. 

The preliminary estimate of the yield 
per acre of oats is 28.1 ‘bushels, an increase 
of 3.8 bushels per acre over the October 
estimate of last year. Theg principal in- 
crease is west of_the Mississippi river, Mis- 
sourl, Nebraska and Kansas showing an 
‘tnerease of six, twelve and fifteen bushels 
per acre over last year. The average for 
quality is 87.6. 

The preliminary estimate of the yield 
per acre of rye is 16.1 bushels, or 2.8 bushels 
per aere greeter than the October estimate 
of the crop of 189%. The principal rye pro- 
ducing states all show increases as follows: 


New York 4, Pennsylvania 3, Michigan 6, 
Wisconsin 1, Kansas 7 bushels per acre 
over last year. The average for quality 
is 92.7 as compared with 49.9 in October 
last year. In New York and Pennsylvania 
it is 9 to 5 points respectively, and in Ilhj- 
nois, Iowa and Nebraska it is 6, 2 and 4 
points respectively.

The Janitors Were Not Uniformly Paid 
Were Fired and Hired Over Again 
at Different Salaries.

The disgruntled seekers for the confec- 
tions from Collector Rucker’s pie counter 
mad. 
When last Saturday it was announced 
that the four laborers who are employed 
as under janitors at the government build- 
ing had been fired some less than 500 fol- 
lowers of the McKinley standard made a 
determined assault “upon the pie stand pre- 
sided over by Collector Rucker. Since then 
a constant siege has been made upon the 
collector and he has had hardly any time 
to work on account of the continual 
clamor for the positions that had been 
held by the discharged laborers. 

Yesterday Rucker reinstated three of the 
discharged men and recommended one 
other, leaving about 499 hungry sheep with- 
out any fold. 

The three old men who were re-appointed 
Were all republicans. It has developed 
Since their discharge that they were re- 
publicans all aiong with one exception, 
and there is some uncertainty as to his 
political persuasion. The men who get 
their places back are Robert McConithy, 
Washington Lee and David Payne. Jumes 
Palmer is the new man who is recOmmend- 
ed for appointment. 

Cornelius King loses his place. King !s a 
Cherokee Indlan and has possessions in the 
Cherokee reservation of the territory. He 
has never been made a_ citizen of the 
Unitd States and has never voted. It is 
understood that he was not appointed be- 
cause he was not a citizen, the custodian 
taking the position that the men who serve 
the government and draw money therefrom 
should be citizens who feel an interest in 
the welfare of the country. 

The places of the four men were abolish- 
ed, but four other places have been cre- 
ated. The whole matter is the result of an 
effort to reach an adjustment of salaries 
of the men. Two of them have been get- 
ting $510 a year each, while the other two 
who were doing the same kind of work 
were receiving but $270 a year each, which 
was just half the salaries of the first two 
named. 

A short time ago Custodian Rucker wrote 
a letter to Washington stating the dis- 
crepancies in the salaries and recommend- 
ing that the two smaller paid men be given 
$45 a month, or as much as the others were 
getting. 

Saturday he received a notice abolishing 
the offices of all four of the men and cre- 
ating four other offices with a.uniform sal- 
ary of $20 a month for each place. This 
cuts the salaries of two of the men and 
increases the pay of- two others. 

There is great disappointment among the 
negroes who failed to get the jobs which 
they expected would be vacated.

The Question of an Armory Is the Top- 
ic Military Men Are Talking Of.

At their meetings tonight the companies 
of the Fifth regiment will appoint their 
representatives on the board of trustees of 
the Fifth Regiment Armory Association.

They have discussed many plans, but 
none have yet proven satisfactory. It is 
probable tnat it will be a mutual organi- 
zation and all the stockholders will be 
equally interested. The companies are ex- 
pected to buy and own a certain amount 
of the stock as property of the company 
and the dividends declared by the associa- 
tion will go to the companies proportionate- 
ly to the amount of the stock they have 
to their credit. 

The meeting tonight will be’ interesting, 
as the amount each company will sub- 
scribe to the armory association will be 
discussed and the part they will take in the 
coming benefit will also be considered.
